Conversely, prodigies at mental arith- 
metic are rarely able to do any inde- 
pendent thinking, even upon common- 
place subjects.

He cannot remember isolated facts 
quickly, nor can he remember superfi- 
cially correlated facts very quickly. 
The joke which the average man and 
woman will understand "very quickly 
the great thinker will understand very 
slowly, not because bis attention is 
wandering, but because it is laborious 
work for him.to let his associative 
memory recall just why the thing 
which is so obviously funny to the 
average minded is out of perspective 
or out of proper proportion, or incon 
gruous. For, according to Borgson, 
laughter is occasioned only b> things 
which are not in proper relation to 
each other.

For those who are fond of fruit soup* 


this is one worth trying: 


Cherry and Pineapple Soup.—Ston« 


a cup of sour cherries' (canned ones 
will answer as well). Cut one or two 
slices, of pineapple into cubes and add 
to the cherries. 
Add a cupful or two 


of grated pineappfe to the kernels of 
the cherry pits with a pint ol cherriei, 
add a quart of water and cook 20 min- 
utes. 
Mix half a cup of sugar with, 


two teaspoonfuls of arrow root, and 
stir into the hot soup. Cook ten min- 
utes, strain and set aside to cool, or it 
may be served hot, garnished with the 
fruit.

"General Custer ordered me to find 


Captain McDougal and tell him to 
bring up-the pack train with all speed, 
as he (General Ouster) believed that a 
great battle was about to be fought 
With this last order of General Ous- 
ter's I slipped away from camp on my 
horse, Yankee Mike, and after sneak- 
ing past a number of Indians and out- 
running a bunch that discovered me 
and gave chase, I made my way to 
Captain McDougal's camp and deliv- 
ered the order. 


"We st.-irtcd :;! mice to the relief of 


General Custer, but by that time he 
was surrounded by Indians, and it re- 
quired two days of hard flghting to 
make our wnv across that five miles 
of territory 
While I was gone and 


while we were fighting our way back 
to Ouster's position Sitting Bull and 
Rain In the Face, with their 4.000 
Sioux devils, surrounded his force and 
after a hard fight butchered them. 


"When our relief force reached the 


spot where the heroic Custer had made 
his last stnno" we found the bodies of 
my former comrades lying in twisted 
heaps, just as they had fallen under 
the blows of the Indians. 
Some of 


them had mercifully heen shot, hut 
many more were lying with crushed 
rmd shapeless bodies and heads bat- 
tered in by the war clubs of the In- 
dlaus. 


"I had seen service before that, and 


1 saw service afterward in the cam 
paign against the Cheyennes in Ne- 
braska, but 1 never saw a battle in 
which I thought the Indians were^re- 
paid for the massacre of (General Cus- 
ter and his heroic troopers 


"Two other men escaped from the 


massacre. 1 think, a Crow 1 ndian scout 
named Curley. who I have since learn- 
ed is living in St. Louis and whoso 
Indian costume probably helped him to 
slip away while the battle was raging, 
and an Italian trumpeter named Mar- 
tine, who 1 have hoard has been seen 
In Buffalo 
How h<- managed to es- 


cape I have never been able to l.-arn.' 


Mr. Kanipe after leaving the :>™iy 


secured a position as deputy internal 
revenue collector. Mis most Hienshcd 
possessions are the old faded blue uni- 
form which !ic wore on thai memora- 
ble ride for Custer and the saber and 
pistol ho carried as a member of tho 
Seventh cavalry.

Statement Made That Glory of Oliver 


Hazard Perry's Victory Belongs 


to That State. 


The celebration of Perry'j victory on 


Lake Erie recalls that the northwest 
was not only settled very largely by 
emigration from the New England 
states, bin that those gioat and pop- 
ulous states wore very probably saved 
to tho union in the second war with 
England by tho enterprise and valor 
of New England sailors, the Boston 
Herald observes 


Olivor Hazard Terry, thor. a com- 


mander in the navy and much discon- 
tented because the duties 
assigned 


to him offered no opportunity for prov- 
ing his mettle, was a Rhode Islander 
in charge of a fleet of gunboats guard- 
ing Narragansett bay in the winter of 
1912-lo. Possessed, ho said, "by an 
ardent desire to meet the enemies 
of his country," he applied for service 
on the lakes. On the very day tnat 
the order camo for hif. transfer to 
Lake Erie ho sent forward fifty men, 
the second day he sent fifty more, an- 
other party started on tbo long Jour- 
ney the following day, and Perry him- 
self started on February 22. taking 


with him the boy of his famous paint- 
ing, his brother, aged twelve years 
The wilderness trip was a hard aiuj 
tedious one, and the lake was reached 
on March 27. All tho men who had 
been under his orders m Rhode Is- 
land had volunteered for the service, 
so ml ached to him were they

operations (hat followed on Lake Erie 
as part of the history of Rhode Is- 
land. Tlie interruption of commerce 
by the war had thrown many captains,
